Dear Residents, 


May I suggest the crossing that is just past 
the Tesco roundabout and used by residents 
to nip across to Screwfix/ Toolstation/ etc be 
upgraded or fenced with metal or wood? 


The first dropped kerb is too close to the 
roundabout and pedestrians use this to cross 
the road directly rather than walking further 
down and crossing where it’s safer. 


>| The current setup is dangerous as the 


vegetation is part blocking the vision of 
people crossing to spot cars coming AND of 
drivers spotting people about to cross. 
People are literally taking chances with their 
lives! 

I would propose a barrier to stop people 
walking straight into the road forcing people 
to walk a little further down. 

This is quite a dangerous crossing point and 
I feel it is only a matter of time before there 
is an accident there.

NATIONAL PROTESTS 

There have been terrible scenes in August, 
some issues have been connected to hotels 
where Asylum Seekers are living. The 
Home Office has reassured that they are 
working closely to support asylum 
accommodation sites during the period of 
unrest and criminality. Locally the police, 
the management at the hotel here in Bar Hill 
and Serco, who have responsibility for the 
welfare of guests. All agencies are linked 
into the national network and the local 
Police Inspector has advised that they have 
not, so far, received any intel to suggest the 
Bar Hill hotel will be targeted. However, 
they are monitoring and patrolling. 


NEVER BIN BATTERIES AND HELP 
PREVENT FIRES 

I'm sure that I am speaking to the converted 
but bin lorries and recycling centre blazes 
are becoming increasingly common across 
the UK. In 2024 there have been, already 
seven fires attributed to batteries.

There is a new Practice Manager at Maple 
Surgery. He has been working within 
management teams in Primary Care for over

Vaccination Programmes 

There is a new vaccination programme 
starting on Ist September 2024 for over 75's 
and pregnant women (28 weeks and over) to 
protect against (Respiratory Synctial Virus) 
RSV. The vaccination is a single dose 
vaccine intended to boost protection for 
those most at risk. RSV is an infectious 
disease of the airways and lungs that often 
causes symptoms similar to a cold, including 
cough, sore throat, sneezing and runny or 
blocked nose. The virus is most serious for 
small babies and for older people. We will 
be offering this vaccination at the Practice. It 
is recommended that for those people who 
are eligible for the RSV vaccine, it is NOT 
given at the same time as the flu vaccine.

Flu vaccinations - Flu clinics will be running | 


at the Practice again this year for all eligible 
patients. For children and pregnant women, 
we will have clinics taking place from the 
middle of September (dates TBC). For those 
aged over 65 years and those aged between 
18 and 65 in an at-risk group, we have 
clinics starting on 3rd October. We will be 
sending out self-booking links to those 
eligible.

Authority decided to progress with a public 
consultation on taking forward franchising 
(where there is control over the bus services 
provided), as opposed to ‘enhanced 
partnership’ (which does not allow for this 
control). There are many steps in the process 
but this is a significant step forward. Just 
before this meeting was the King’s Speech, 
in which a ‘Better Buses Bill’ was promised, 
which included more options for public 
ownership and franchising, giving local 
communities more control over services — 
though at what cost remains to be seen. 
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Meanwhile now we have to deal with 
Stagecoach and their seemingly constant 
whittling down of services. They are driven 
by profit and servicing villages is not the 
most profitable for them. The latest missive 
from them informs us of reductions of 
service in Bar Hill Division (mostly the 
negative effects are in Girton, Bar Hill 
changes seem to be a timetable change but 
not a change in frequency) — with no

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Also following on from our meetings the 
Combined Authority has agreed to conduct 
surveys at Longstanton Park & Ride to 
gather feedback from residents. This data 
will help inform any future adjustments if 
the new timings are not effective. We are 
also planning to set up meetings with Hills 
Road, Long Road, and CRC to gather 
feedback from pupils and teachers. I will 
obviously be listening for the impact of 
transport on Bar Hill-based pupils and 
teachers. 


Girton residents are now starting a Bus User 
Group and there are active user groups in 
other villages — we see that campaigning can 
sometimes make a difference. It would be 
great to hear from residents in Bar Hill about 
their concerns about the current bus routes, 
and ways in which a change to the services 
could really benefit you. Please let me know 
your suggestions and views.

Wildlife Gardening in September 
This is a great way to support local biodiversity as the seasons change! 


Leave Seed Heads and Berries: Allow flowers to go to seed and leave them standing, 
providing food for birds and other wildlife. Berries on shrubs like hawthorn, holly, and ivy 
offer vital nutrition to birds and small mammals. 


Plant for Pollinators: September is a good time 
to plant late-blooming flowers such as asters, 
sedum, and michaelmas daisies, which provide 
nectar for bees and butterflies preparing for 
winter. 


Create Shelter: Leave piles of leaves, logs, or 
stones where animals like hedgehogs, frogs, and 
insects can find shelter. Consider building or 
installing wildlife homes, such as bug hotels, 
birdhouses, or hedgehog shelters. 


Compost and Leaf Litter: Start or maintain a 

compost heap. It's great for recycling garden waste and provides a habitat for many 
creatures. Leave leaf litter in garden beds or under hedges, where it can decompose 
naturally, providing habitat and nutrients.

Feed the Birds: Putting out bird feeders as natural food sources begin to dwindle. Provide a 
variety of seeds, nuts, and suet to attract different species. 


Avoid Using Chemicals: Skip the pesticides and herbicides. 
Opt for natural alternatives to encourage a healthier ecosystem. 


By following these tips, your garden can become a haven for 
wildlife as they prepare for the colder months ahead. 


Nature isn’t manicured as we often like to maintain our gardens 
/ allotments or any other land we have. We now need to think 
more like nature for our own sake. Nature really doesn’t need 
us, but we certainly need it! For future generations of all 
species we should help the natural world as much as we can. 


Hedgehog Fact: Hedgehogs have around 5,000 to 7,000 spines on their backs. These spines 
are actually modified hairs, and each spine lasts about a year before it falls out and is 
replaced. When threatened, a hedgehog will curl up into a tight ball, using these spines as a 
protective barrier against predators.

After the whirlwind of the General Election, 
a new government and, with the King’s 
Speech, an extensive policy agenda, it has 
been good to get to the parliamentary recess 
and spend more time back in the 
constituency. 


One disappointment in the King’s Speech 
was that there was no mention of measures 
to improve the state of our health and social 
care. Many of you will know that my top 
priority across the constituency is improving 
our health services - particularly access to 
our GPs - and with my new Cambridgeshire 
colleagues I have already written to health 
secretary Wes Streeting to ask that the 
funding formula that unfairly penalises 
Cambridgeshire GP funding is updated. I 
have also held meetings with the leaders of 
the Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Integrated Care Board (ICB) that 
commissions health services across the 
county to raise the specific issues we are 
facing here in St Neots and Mid 
Cambridgeshire, as well as beginning to 
meet with GPs across the constituency. The 
particular challenges that Bar Hill has faced 
with its GP services are a particular concern, 
and I am keen to hear the outcome of the 
ICB’s after action review and what next 
steps are proposed. 


Beyond GPs, the news from the Chancellor 
that the previous government’s ‘new 
hospitals’ program will see cuts is 
concerning for our area, with both 
Hinchingbrooke and the proposed new 
specialist cancer hospital lying just outside 
the constituency. We have yet to receive firm 
confirmation that either will go ahead, 
though with the presence of unsafe RAAC 


(the unstable concrete that caused huge 
concerns in schools across the country) in 
Hinchingbrooke, it would be particularly 
outrageous for the replacement of dangerous 
buildings to be delayed further. The 
Chancellor should swiftly resolve this 
uncertainty. 


My focus on health arose from countless 
conversations on the doorstep, hearing 
heartbreaking stories of delayed diagnosis 
and treatment, sometimes with life changing 
consequences, as well as the everyday 
frustrations of accessing services. Listening 
to constituents doesn’t end with the election 
though - it’s just the beginning. That’s why 
I'll shortly be launching my new 
constituency survey to understand what 
other issues are most important to you. In 
the meantime, you can always contact me 
via email.

hotels housing asylum seekers was truly 
despicable. That a tiny minority attempted to 
exploit the grief of a community and the 
families of the girls murdered in Southport 
with lies and distortions was shameful. 


I know that the people of St Neots and Mid 
Cambridgeshire reject the racism of the 
rioters. Bar Hill stands as a particular 
testament to our compassionate and open 
communities, with asylum seeker families 
welcomed and supported. In this, Bar Hill 
represents the best of our society, and I am 
proud to represent you in parliament.

Once I have bought the fish and 
loaded it into my van, I leave Grimsby and 
head down to Cambridge. My first stop is 
Burwash Manor, then over to Bar Hill for 
1.30pm until 2.30pm. Once I leaveBar Hill, 
it's off through the villages near Newmarket, 
where I finish at around 7pm."

He responded saying "I pride myself on 
sourcing the highest quality and freshest fish 
I can get that day.

Buying the best fish is 
not necessarily the cheapest, however I 
believe that the quality and freshness is 
compensation for paying a little bit more, 
and you have a far more enjoyable meal."

The Bobby Scheme - Push Button Doorbells THE BOBBY 
Push button bells may soon be a thing of the past as more and more 
homeowners turn to ‘video’ technology to find out who’s at the door. 


Video doorbells enable you to answer the door even when you’re not 
at home, by connecting with your mobile phone, so you can not only 
see who’s there, but talk to them too. 


The technology is beneficial from a crime prevention point of view SCHEME 

as the video doorbell will capture images of unwelcome callers. 

Video evidence from victims’ doorbells has been used by police in cases of burglaries, rogue 
traders, doorstep fraudsters, incidents of domestic abuse and many other crimes. 


The doorbell can be installed to cover a specific area in front of the property, and just 
knowing one is there may be enough to discourage any potential intruders. 


A property is suitable for a video doorbell if there is a wi-fi connection, and the homeowner 
has a smartphone or tablet that can support the doorbell app. It’s a case then of positioning 
the device and linking it to the phone — many devices allow you to link to more than one 
phone, which is particularly useful for other family members who may wish to protect a 
vulnerable older relative. It means a relative can talk to whoever is at the door through their 
own mobile phone. The caller will be able to listen and respond via the doorbell device, 
rather like an intercom system.

Dear Bar Hill Residents, 
Public Meeting with Ms Jan Thomas Chief Executive, 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough NHS Integrated Care Board 
Thursday 12 September 6.30-7.30pm Bar Hill Church 


The Maple Surgery Patient Participation Group (PPG) has organised a public meeting with Ms 
Thomas of the ICB, which is responsible for commissioning NHS services in the region, including 
GP and dentistry. 


The issues that need to be raised are: 


> Since 2010 the Maple Surgery has been run under caretaker and short-term contracts, 
leading to frequent changes of provider, under investment in the Practice and the premises, and has 
arguably compromised GP services in the village. 


> While patient feedback is positive about CGPN who currently run Maple Surgery, they have 
only been awarded a 4+1 year contract, rather than a possible 7+3 year contract. This means 
potentially more change in a few years’ time. 


> Northstowe is not due to get a GP surgery until 2028. This is already affecting other local 
surgeries. The primary impact on Bar Hill is that, while the ICB spends time developing a strategy 
for Northstowe, they are continuing to award short-term GP contracts to Maple providers. 


I would encourage as many of you as possible to attend this important meeting as it will help shape 


the future of GP services in Bar Hill. Plus a large turnout will ensure the ICB take us seriously. All 
residents of Bar Hill are welcome whether or not they are registered at the Maple Surgery.
